2. DANCING SNOWBALLS: 


THE

ALBERTINE SCHELSTRAEATE 


Imaginative artisty will trans- 
form your home and make it ready 
for Christmas and a tingle with an- 
ticipation at thoughts of holiday 
visits from relatives, friends and 
neighbors. Attractive Christmas 
decorations are easy to make. Below 
I have outlined some = directions 
for making a few of them. 

1. CHRISTMAS CANDLES 

1's boxes of paraffin 

Cream of tartar 

Piece of heavy white string 

Decorations - sparkle dust, se- 

quins, holly, ete. 

Melt 's box (2 slags) wax in top 
of double boiler over hot water. 
Into two more slabs of wax, cut 
ridges lengthwise down the centre. 
Place string in these ridges, leaving 
enough for a wick at the top. Seal 
these 2 slabs together with a little 
wax. Make sure all slabs 
are firmly sealed. You now have 
a base of your candle of 4 slabs of 
wax, When wax in double boiler 
is completely melted, add 1. tbsp. 
cream of tartar and start beating 
gently with an ege beater. Pieces 
of wax crayons or old candles may 
be added for color, ag well as rit 
dye, As the mixture cools, it will 
firm. When firm enough to hold 
its shape stop beating and quickly 
spread the mixture on the outside 
of the paraffin block with spoons 
and knives. Cover the top right 
to the wick while the wax is still 
soft, add decorations. You can use 
empty tin cans for a base. It will 
be necessary to melt all your wax 
and pour it into a can when set. 
Remove can by heating slightly or 
pouring over hot water, 


A delightful centerpiece for your 
Christmas table. The snowballs are 
mothballs ‘make sure they are 
fresh and whole.) The liquid add- 
ed to make them dance is made by 
mixing 2 tablespoons baking soda 
and 1 tablespoon citric acid with 
2 cups of green tinted water. If 
they begin to stop dancing, the 
trick is to add more soda and cit- 
ric acid, For the most effective 
display choose a glass or crystal, 
medium size rose bowl. Place the 
bowl on a mirror plaque wreath in 
spangled greenery.

SEED CLEANING 
PLANTS:— The 34th Municipal 
seed cleaning plant has been re- 
cently completed at Bashaw and 
cleaning operations will commence 
shortly. During the past summer 
plants were constructed at Bashaw, 
Nanton, Carmangy, Okotoks and 
Innisfail. These five new additions 
make 34 plants. 


The plants are equipped to clean 
from 1500 to 2000 busheis per day. 
Some plants clean a total in one 
season of over 400,000 bushels each 
but in order to do this much work 
they start early in the new year 
and run on a three shift basis. 

Supervisor of Special Projects, F. 
Goddard points out that through- 
out Central Alberta there is every 
possibility of a seed shortage due 
to the unfavorable harvest weather 
and frozen grain. Farmers should 
make every effort to assure their 
own supply of suitable seed grain. 
This can best be done now while | 
there is still an abundant supply. | 
Don't leave it until spring when | 
many sources have been exhausted. 

Growers or registered seed are 
advised by G. G, Bratvold, super- 
visor of Crop Improvement Service 
that maximum limit of moisture 
permitted for seed graim is as fol- 
lows: wheat, oats, barley or rye, 
16.5 per cent moisture.
